Clipper to Chicago. Both young men are
now behind the bars. Jatho is certain of a
prison sentence, and it is reasonably cer-taoa that Dyott will not fare any better.Jatho as published in The Star at thetime, met Maud Gilbert, a sixteen-year-oldgirl, who was anxious to appear on the
stage, because of her' musical ability, andthe ex-railway clerk. a handsome man,about thirty years old, induced her to gowith him under a promise to see that she
got in a good theatrical company. It is to
his credit that there were no improper re-
lations existing between them. Maud was
detair.ed In New York at the time of
Jatbo's arrest. but she has now returned
home with her mother, Mrs. Cynthia till-
bert.
The prisoner was in Judge Martine's

court in Neer York yesterday on a chargeof abduction, and he plead guilty.
The court remanded him for sentence,

which will be imposed on Friday.
In the case of Dyott the prisoner in-

dulges in denials by the wholesale of crime,
although his relatives, It in said, have
made an offer to square his alleged short.
age. As heretofore stated, a copy of the
Ir dictment, charging embeasiement, has
been sent to Chicago, and the officers ex-
pect the prisoner here tomorrow or Friday.
